KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 25 
(AP)—Dozens of tornadoes hop- 
skipped a wide path through 
the Midwest yesterday, killing 
four persons. Many persons 
were injured. Property damage 
ran to thousands of dollars. The 
Weather Bureau called it the 
worst outbreak of twisters in 
recent years. 


Four persons were. killed 
when a tornado hit a rural area 
six miles south of Lawton, 
Okla. A fifth death occurred 
when a man was stricken by a 
| heart attack while running for 
a storm shelter. At Wanette, 
Okla., five persons were injured 
when a match, struck to light 
a kerosene lantern, exploded 
gas that had accumulated in a 
storm cellar. 


More than 20 tornadoes swept 
scattered areas of Texas. Hyn- 
dreds of homes were damaged. 


CHIANG TROOPS 


Ten persons were injured at 
Olton, Tex., where a_ twister | 
ripped through the Latin-Amer- 
ican and Negro sections, de- 
molishing 30 homes and dam- 
aging 25. Radar tracking of the 
tornado was credited with sav- 
ing many lives. At Tahoka, 
Tex., 100 homes and a large 
cotton compress were destroyed 
by a tornado that missed the 
business section. 

A Government forecaster 


credited light rain showers with 
tempering the destructiveness 
of eight tornadoes that swirled | 
through southeastern Wyoming | 
and eastern Colorado. He said | 
the tornadoes probably would | 
have been much more severe if 
the ground, cooled by rain, had 
been hot.

WASHINGTON, May 25 (AP) 
—The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion apparently will have to put 
its hopes on the Senate to re- 
‘store sharp cuts in the defense 
budget. . 

However, some of the “most 
vocal economy-in-government 
advocates are in the Senate, so 
the Administration’s hope may 
prove to be a forlorn one. 

House members showed little 
inclination to grant President 
Eisenhower's request for a big- 
ger military budget than the 
$33,541 225,000 recommended 
by the House Appropriations 
Committee. 

With one full day of debate 
behind it, and voting scheduled 
to start Monday, indications 
were that the House would fol- 
low substantially its commit- 
tee’s recommendations on new 
military funds for the 1958 
fiscal year, starting July 1. 

If it does, the Defense De- 
partment’s appropriations for 
next year will be $2,586,775,000 
less than the President re- 
quested. Mr. Eisemhower says 
at least $1,200,000,000 of that 
cut should be put back in the 
interest of national security. 

No Boosts Forecast. 

Republicans who informally 
would be expected to carry the 
fight for the President in the 
House predicted privately no 
major increases would be voted 
by that body. Republicans and 
Democrats both were divided 
in their opinions as to whether 
the committee went too far in 


_ its cuts. 

Representative Richard B., 
Wigglesworth (Rep.), Massa- 
chusetts, an appropriations 


committee member, told the 
House yesterday the cuts were 
too deep. But he said he did 
not plan to offer amendments 
to restore the reductions. 

A committee colleague, Rep- 
resentative Errett Scrivner 
(Rep.), Kansas, said that if 334 
‘billion dollars

TOKYO, May 25 (UP) — A 
Japanese justice ministry 
spokesman said today an Amer- 
‘ican service man was engaging 
'in a “malicious prank” when he 
killed a Japanese woman on a 
| United States Army firing 
range last January. 

The statement came from 
Minoru Tsuda, chief of the jus- 
tice ministry secretariat. Tsuda 
| headed the Japanese panel of 
ithe joint United States-Japan 
subcommittee which investigat- 
ed the incident. 

The two-nation committee 
agreed to turn Specialist 3C 
William S. Girard, of Ottawa, 
lll., over to Japan for trial on 
a manslaughter charge but 
United States Defgnse Secre- 
tary Charles Wilson overruled 
the decision. 

One of Japan’s largest news- 
papers, Asahi, today blamed 
“lack of understanding” in the 
United States for the contro- 
versy raging over the case. 

Occurred at Remote Spot. 

It said such lack of under- 
|standing might be unavoidable 
because the incident occurred 
in a spot “remote” from the 
United States. 


“But that is a greater reason 
why people in the United States 
should respect the ruling of the 
joint commission; ‘whieh: acted 
only: after careful investigation 
of the case,” the newspaper 
said. 


Both Japanese and Amierican 
officials here feared the con- 
troversy might develop into 
anti-American demonstrations 
such as those in Taipei over the 
freeing of an American who 
shot a Chinese. 


*“Mishandling of the case may 
dangerously provoke the feel- 
ings of both the Japanese and 
United States peoples,” a Japa- 
nese foreign office spokesman 
warned. 

Investigators’ Report. 


Tsuda gave this detailed re- 
port of the Japanese investiga- 
tion, which he said Wags sup- 
ported by American investiga- 
tions in all major respects: 

Girard, with 30 other soldiers, 
was engaged in a ey hie on 
the firing range Jani He 
and another soldier, Specialist 
3C Victor N. Nickel, were or- 


dered to stand guard over sev- 
eral machine guns and [field 
jackets. 


Around 1:50 P.M. Girard 
beckoned to two Japanese, Eiji 
Onozeki and Mrs. Naka Sakai, 
to come and pick up some scrap 
metal. He threw some empty 
cartridge cases toward them. 


Girard called to the two Jap- 
anese in their native tongue say- 
ing “Papa-san,’ daijobu (it’s all 
right), mama-san daijobu.” He 
let them pick up the cartridges, 
then pointed to a nearby trench, 
suggesting by his gesture that 
there were more empty cart- 
ridge cases there. 

Mrs. Sakai went into the 
trench, but Onozeki, made sus- 
picious by a “strange motion” 
by the soldier, turned to leave. 

Girard shouted “get away” at 
Onozeki and fired an expended 
cartridge case; driven by a 
round of blank ammunition 
from a rifle grenade launcher in 
his direction. 


Alarmed by Shot. 


Mrs. Sakai, alarmed by the 
sudden gunshot, turned to flee. 
The soldier fired another cart- 
ridge case at her from a dis- 
tance of about 26 feet. The 
empty cartridge case entered 
her back and severed the upper 
part of the main artery near 
her heart. 

Tsuda said “Girard probably 
thought he was being funny. 
We don’t think he intended to 
kill either Onozeki or Mrs. 
Sakai, just give them a bad 
scare. So we have charged him 
with committing ‘bodily injury 
resulting in death.’” 

Tsuda said United States of- 
ficials first insisted Girard was 
on “official duty” and should 
be tried by a United States mili- 
tary court. 


The Japanese pointed to Ar- 
ticle 17 of Circular 22-1 issued 
by the United States armed 
forces, defining official duty as 
not applying to all acts during 
on-duty periods but only to 
those “required to be done as 
a function of those duties.” 

He said a majority of the 
American representatives on his 
subcommittee agreed with 
Japan’s stand and it was de- 
cided to let Japan try the case.

In a letter to Chairman Jere 
Cooper (Dem.), Tennessee, of 
the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, Curtis: said the tax laws 
“should reflect the knowledge 
we now possess about the ex- 
traction of oil, gas and other 


minerals, rather than the 
knowledge we had 30 years 
ago ” 


He said the present depletion 
allowance does not “accurately 
reflect the tactual depletion ex- 
perienced under modern meth- 
ods of extraction.” 

“Furthermore,” he went on, 
“the estimates which the per- 
centage figures reflect need not 
be so. arbitrary in the light of 
modern knowledge of what min- 
eral wealth actually exists in 
producing mines and wells.” 

Under present law, oil com- 
panies can deduct 27% per cent 
of their net income before fig- 
uring their income tax, up to 
half their gross income. Orig- 
inally the depletion allowance 
was intended to compensate the 
oil industry for the risks it takes 
in exploring for new reserves. 

Several Senators, including 
Paul H. Douglas of Illinois, a 
Democrat, and John J. Williams 
of Delaware, a Republican, have 
sharply criticized continuation 
of the 274% per cent deduction, 
saying it has resulted in giving 
oil companies an unfair tax ad- 
vantage. ' 

Fewer Dry Holes. 

They have pointed out that 
modern methods of exploration 
for new oil and gas reserves 
have substantially reduced the 
risk of loss. Modern geologic 
techniques have meant far fewer 
dry holes, they havé said. 

Curtis told the Post-Dispatch 
he received a reply from Chair- 
man Cooper today, agreeing 
“fully” that “such basic laws” 
should not be. changed without 
a Ways and Means Committee 
study first. 

However, Cooper told Curtis 
a decision on whether to hold 
hearings would be up to the 
full‘ membership of the com- 
mittee, and he described a com- 
mittee schedule that made it 
obvious hearings could not be 
held in the near future. 

Williams has proposed reduc- 
ing the depletion allowance to 
20 per cent, estimating that this 
would produce an additional 
$250,000,000 a year in revenue 
for the Treasury. Douglas has 
suggested the deduction should 
be 15 per cent for companies 
with annual taxable income of 
$5,000,000 or more.

Serious Split Revealed. 

Husseih’s request to Syria to 
withdraw its troops forcibly 
pointed up his distrust of his 
Arab neighbor. 

The fact that he took that 
step so soon after the Jordan 
crisis brought home the serious 
split among the quarreling Arab 
countries. 

Some 5000 Syrian troops, in- 
cluding an armored regiment, 
have completely contro al- 
most all northern Jordan since 
‘last November. 

Syria and President Gamal 
Abdel. Nasser of Egypt sup- 
ported Premier Suleiman 
Nabulsi, whom Hussein deposed 
last month. Until only a few 
days ago both Syria and Egypt 
had been making bitter attacks 
against Hussein and his new 
government.

Backing of Iraq, Arabia. 
Hussein obviously had the 
full backing of both Iraq and 
King Saud of Saudi Arabia 
when he asked Syria to with- 
draw.

Both 
came at the request of the 
Suleiman Government to help 
defend Jordan in the event of 
an Israeli attack. Both stayed 
on after the attack on Egypt 
was ended and invasion forces 
were withdrawn. 

When Hussein ousted the 
Suleiman Government, Syria 
sent an armored regiment into 
Jordan as reinforcements. 

Throughout the crisis, Jordan 
complained bitterly that Syrian 
troops were interfering. 


SOVIET GROUP IN BUDAPEST 
FOR TROOP STATUS TALKS 


BUDAPEST, May 25 (AP)—A 
Russian delegation has arrived 
in Budapest to negotiate on the 
legal status of Soviet troops in 
Hungary, the Foreign Ministry 
announced yesterday. 

Similar talks held recently in 
East Germany and Romania did 
not affect the number of Soviet 
troops in these countries but 
ended with statements that 
their stationing was “provi- 
sional” because of the “threat 
of Western aggression.” Thus 
the talks in Budapest are not 
expected to lead to withdrawal 
of any of the seven to nine 
Soviet divisions reportedly in 
Hungary.

COMPTON REBUTS 
SCHWEITZER VIEW 
ON BOMB TESTS 


OLSO, May 25 (AP)—Dr. 
Arthur H. Compton, American 
nuclear scientist, said last night 
Dr. Albert Schweitzer, has vast- 
ly exaggerated the dangers of 
radioactive fallout from bomb 
tests. 

Both in the past have won 
Nobel prizes. Compton got his 
in science and the Alsatian- 
born medical missionary- 
musician won the peace prize 
for his achievements as a hu- 
manist. 

Compton, a St. Louisan, gave 
an interviewer his views in re- 
buttal to Schweitzer’s recent 
condemnation of bomb tests, 
originally broadcast over the 
Norwegian. state radio. 

The American said: 


“I deeply respect Dr. Schweit- 
zer’s attitude. He represents 
the millions who are eager to 
avoid atomic war. I am myself 
aware of the dangers inherent 
in nuclear bomb tests—and I 
know that Dr. Schweitzer has 
vastly overrated them. I regret 
that he based his appeal on this 
point. The point is to avoid 
any kind of war.” 

Compton spoke last night at 
a meeting organized by the Nor- 
wegian branch of the World 
Association of World Federalists. 


RUSSIA HAS ENDED 
ANTI. YUGOSLAV

Briefly, thesé® funds are for financing 
the eradication of a disease that has 
cost the people of Missouri untold mil- 
lions of dollars in recent years, not to 
mention the wide human misery it has 
caused. . Brucellosis, more popularly 
known as Bang’s disease in cattle and 
undulant fever in humans, can be wiped 
out. Indeed, the way has been pointed 
and federal funds are available, on 4. 
matching basis for its eradication. 


While many types of animals can and 
do have brucellosis, in Missotiri it is 
most commonly contracted and spread 
through cattle. The federal-state pro-. 
gram has been.one of testing, condem- 
nation of all positive reactors, and rigid 
control over ‘all shipments of all but 
certified disease-free animals, together 
with paceigeyen ageinst future infec- 
tions... * 


Tio years ago, the Legislature set 
up.a tind of $1,250,000 as its share of 
financing, and: passed the legislation 
needed to‘implement the state program. 
It had to be on a voluntary basis, with 
65 per cent of the owners of 65 per cent 
of the cattle in a’given county signing . 
up before it could be put in effect. But 
once in effect, it became mandatory 
for all cattle owners in that county. 

In the two years since it was set up, 
24 counties have either completed 
their testing and eradication program 
or have it well on the way to comple 


tion: 11 others have circulated their 


petitions and filed them with the state 


department of agriculture for certifica- 
tion and the beginning of testing, while 
40 others are in the process of circu- 
lating petitions. 

The first year, with the program 
just starting, only $300,000 of state 
funds were spent. In the second year, 
with the program getting up full steam, 
state costs soared to nearly a millien, 
Now in high gear, with more than half 
of the counties in the state participat- 
ing, the Senate committee has whacked 
funds for two years back to about two 
thirds of what the program cost last 
year. 

The public should be incensed. For 
while this may appear to be purely a 
farm measure, actually it is far more. 
No one knows for sure how many cases 
of undulant fever there are among the 
“people of Missouri, but undoubtedly it 
runs into the.tens of thousands. Once 
contracted, ,it ign’t an easy disease to 
conquer—in faét, many of its victims 


‘are doomed to a life of chronic illness 


as a result of undulant fever. And 
mest humen sufferers in Missouri have 
contracted ‘the disease from cattle, 
either directly or indirectly. }

The Philosopher as Critic 


ESSAYS IN LITERARY CRITICISM, by 
George Santayana. Edited by — Sing- 
er. (Scribners, 414 pgs., $7.50.) 


THE IDLER AND HIS WORKS, by George 
Suntayana, Edited by Daniel Cory. 
(Braziller, 209 pgs. $4.) 


Not the least of Santayana’s gifts 
were literary rather than philosophic. 
He is in fact the only great American 
philosopher since Emerson whose verse 
is still found in standard anthologies. 
The object of the “Essays in Literary 
Criticism,” the publishers state, is to 
assemble in one volume Santayana'‘s 
many critical writings, including ‘some 
now out of print or scattered among 
books of other authors in the form-ef 
prefaces or contributory .essays, 


The extensive culling and paring 
down are not too obvious, however, 
because all the material used is re- 
lated and well arranged. Singer's 
choice includes es- 
says on a dozen 
great writers from‘* 
Lucretius “to 
Proust, chapters o8 
“Speech and Sig- 
nification” an 
“Poetry and Prose” 
from the book 
“Reason in Art” 
‘and most of the 
now-classic esSays. 
“Homeric Hymns” 
fF and “Three Philo- 
, Sophical Poets.” 

The rising popuy- 
larity of literary 
criticism . is, we 
suspect, another reason why this book 
was issued. Yet Santayana, the phi- 
losopher foremost, had an extraordi- 
nary insight into philosophic ars ag 
behind literary works; this ins 
brilliantly revealed in the essays oh 
Goethe, Shelly and Emerson. 


While the ideas and vocabulary 
philosophy are often borrowed ( 
sometimes misused) in modern crit- 
icism, they were no problem to Santay- 
ana who was thoroughly at home, in 
both fields. 

“The Idler and His .Works” consisis 
of 12 essays collected for the first time 
in book form. The mildly humorous 
title piece, originally printed in Satur- 
day Review, summarizes the author's 
personal literary accomplishments. Be- 
sides this there are four essays on his 
philosophic system; five articles inter- 
preting Croce, James, Plato, Spinoza 
and Spengler. and a concluding Gia- 
logue “On Immortality.” 

Both books are excellently, prefaced 
by their editors and form useful coileé- 
tions for readers interested in San- 
tayana’s literary side or in an introduc- 
tion to his philosophy.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 25 
(AP)—A United States district 
court yesterday stamped its ap- 
proval on a plan for racial in- 
tegration in public housing 
projects in Louisville.

Santo, former organizer for the 
Transport workers union in 
New York, was ordered de- 
ported in 1949 as an alien sub- 
versive. He went to his native 
Hungary, but fled to Austria 
in November.

LONDON, May 25 (UP)—A 
73-year-old Polish refugee 
countess was fatally stabbed last 
night in a subway station. 

An assailant plunged his knife

Countess Teresa Lubienska and 
escaped, apparently on the next 
subway train. 

The countess died yesterday 
in a hospital, unable to tell po- 
lice who stabbed her. Authori- 
ties could find no witnesses to 
the murder. 

Countess Lubienska was 
prominent in Polish refugee cir- 
cles. She was chairman of a 
committee to aid Polish war vet- 
erans stranded in Britain after 
the Communists took over their 
homeland. 

The assault occurred in a tun- 
nel leading .from the tracks to 
an elevator at the Gloucester 
road subway station, one of the 
main stops in the elite Ken- 
sington residential district. 


The mortally wounded count- 
ess was found by Emmanuel 
Akinyemi, elevator foreman at 
the station. 


“I took up a lift load of pas- 
sengers from, the 10:18 p.m.,” 
he said. “When I came down, 
the platform seemed empty. 

“Then I saw the woman stag- 
gering toward me from the 
eastbound side crying, ‘bandit, 
bandit— I’ve been knifed.’ 
Blood was -pouring from the 
left side of her chest.” 

Scotland Yard immediately 
closed off the station and or- 
dered a thorough search of all 
trains on the line. 

Police said the countess had 
not been robbed. She still had 
her handbag and it was un- 
touched.

If the House accepts the Sen- 


_ate’s position, then the confer- 


ence committee can begin its 
meetings before Wednesday on 
the disputed appropriation bills, 
he said. However, if the House 
stands firm in demanding a 
limited conference, as its lead- 
ers claim it will, nothing will be 
accomplished toward settling 
the Senate-House controversy. 


Committee’s Return.

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CHINA TRADE TALKS 
IMPASSE REPORTED 


LONDON, May 25 ‘AP)— 
Britain, France, West Germany 
and Japan jast night were re- 
ported lined up in favor of in- 
creased trade with Red China 
over United States opposition. 

Government sources said 
Britain was ready to go it alone 
and drop the allied bar on trade 
with Red China in 100 categor- 
ies of goods. 

These sources said Britain 
can be headed off only by some 
new move over the weekend by 
the United States, chief op- 
ponent of trade with Red China 
since Peiping’s intervention in 
the Korean war. 

Britain’s position of was made 
known at the 15-nation talks in 


Paris of the so-called China Cc 


trade committee. 

These nations are the NATO 
powers plus Japan, They have 
been enforcing the trade bars 
since the Korean war. The talks 
in Paris are reported nearing a 
breakdown. 

Britain, France, West Ger- 
many, Japan and several other 
Allied nations want to bring 
the six-year-old curbs on Red 
China trade into line with the 
less restrictive controls on the 
Soviet bloc. The - differential 
covers about 100 items. 

The United States, backed by 
Greece and Turkey, proposed 
some easing of the embargoes 
on Red China with some stiffen- 
ing of controls on Russia. 

Delegates decided to refer the 
issue to their 15 governments 
and have arranged to meet 
again Monday for what might 
be the conclusive meeting. 

Officials here stressed that if 
Britain and other like-minded 
nations do go ahead on their 
own and wipe out the “China 
differenti-1” it will not mean 
that the entire system of China 
trade control will break down. 

They said Britain would bar 
Red China from buying the 
same strategic goods that are 
kept out of Russia’s reach,
